AT THE DOOR, THEN BEING WELCOMED BY LOCAL OFFICEHOLDERS 
AND OFFICE-SEEKERS, AND OFF TO A CAMPAIGN EVENT. ANOTHER 
LANDING -= THIS TIME GOVERNOR CARTER'S PLANE, DUBBED PEANUT 
ONE BECAUSE OF HIS BACKGROUND AS A PEANUT FARMER; THE GOVERNOR 
APPEARING AT THE DOOR, ALWAYS CARRYING HIS SUIT BAG; BEING 
WELCOMED BY LOCAL OFFICE-HOLDERS AND OFFICE-SEEKERS, AND

IN ADDITION TO USING THAT AFFIRMATIVE, FORWARD-SOUNDING 
PHRASE, RIGHT ON, THERE ARE OTHER EXPRESSIONS WHICH ARE 
SIMILAR. GOVERNOR CARTER, AFTER TALKING ABOUT CHANGE IN 
WASHINGTON, SAYS: AND YOU CAN DEPEND ON THAT. AND PRESIDENT 
FORD, AFTER URGING SUPPORT FOR HIS CANDIDACY, SAYS -- I WON'T 
LET YOU DOWN, 

MUSIC IS A PART OF THE CAMPAIGN, BANDS STRIKE UP 
TUNES WHEN THE CANDIDATE COMES INTO VIEW. FOR PRESIDENT 
FORD, INVARIABLY A BAND PLAYS THE UNIVERSITY OF MICHIGAN 
FOOTBALL FIGHT SONG -- THE VICTORS, FOR GOVERNOR CARTER, 
INVARIABLY A BAND PLAYS THE SONG SALUTING HIS HOME STATE -- 
GEORGIA ON MY MIND, 

CHORUSES SING FOR BOTH. THE PRESIDENT AND THE 
GOVERNOR WERE SERENADED WITH THE POLISH SONG WHICH SAYS 


MAY YOU LIVE A HUNDRED YEARS, PRESIDENT FORD HEARD IT IN 
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PHILADELPHIA, GOVERNOR CARTER HEARD IT SUNG THIS WAY IN
